our con21:10n and place; as men in higher 
ranke and calling need more then men of an 
inferiour degree, to maintalne their place and 
dignity ; fo may they deſire to have more then 
they ; ſo as they deſire no more then will bee 
ſufficient to maintaine them in that ranke and 
degree whercinthey are placed. 

Thirdly, there is a neceffity of refreſhment, 
and you may dcfire.as much as 1s needfull for 
your neceſſary refreſhment, -as much a&hoſpj- 
talitie requires, ſo thar you doe not goe be- 
yond it.
